This firm has consulted with Eloise A. Gonzales regarding her employment with 
Deer Valley Unified School District No. 97 ("the District"), including the above- 
referenced claim for unemployment benefits. This also responds to DES's requests for 
additional information. In addition to the discussion below, attached are documents 
supporting Ms. Gonzales' claim for unemployment benefits. (Exhibits 1-3.) 

Ms. Gonzales did not voluntarily quit her employment with the District; rather, she 
was forced to resign based on an intolerable and hostile work environment that was 
created by the District's discriminatory, retaliatory and mean-spirited treatment of her. 
Therefore, she is entitled to receive unemployment benefits. 

Ms. Gonzales is a long-time teacher (approximately 21 years) with a Masters 
Degree in administration and significant experience and competence. Unfortunately, she 
was employed by the District to teach at a school (Paseo Hills) that lacked any type of 
meaningful control over the students. Indeed, Ms. Gonzales inherited discipline 
problems that had gone unaddressed for three (3) years. Moreover, the School's 
Principal and the District failed to support its teachers and Ms. Gonzales in particular. 
Indeed, the District and the Principal actually undermined Ms. Gonzales' reasonable 
attempts to control her classroom. Ms. Gonzales' classroom conduct was geared toward 
creating a safe environment for the school's children and one that would foster their 
continuing education. Ms. Gonzales raised good faith concerns with the Principal, 
including the School's refusal to follow District and State policy relating to faculty and 
student safety and its failure to provide special education students with the appropriate 
instruction and support. See, e.g., A.R.S. § 15-841. Instead of assisting her, the Principal 
retaliated against Ms. Gonzales. For example, she disciplined her. She threatened to 
interfere with her ability to find a job with other school Districts. She made defamatory 
and malicious statements about Ms. Gonzales to other teachers, administrators and 
parents. Then, on approximately, January 25, 2008, the District relieved her of her duties 
as classroom teacher and placed her in a non-teaching position. (Exhibit 1 .)

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Not unexpectedly, Ms. Gonzales suffered both physically and emotionally, 
including experiencing severe stress and anxiety. Her professional reputation was also 
damaged because of the District's false allegations. After trying to remedy this matter 
with the District's Human Resources Director, she was informed that she could resign to 
avoid termination and therefore maximize her ability to find a subsequent teaching 
position. Ms. Gonzales subsequently provided the District with her resignation. (Exhibit 
2.) Also enclosed is Ms. Gonzales' handwritten information she previously submitted to 
DES. (Exhibit 3.) 

Pursuant to Arizona statutes and regulations, Ms. Gonzales' resignation was 
forced and should be considered a discharge for unemployment benefit purposes. See, 
e.g., A.R.S § 23-775; A.A.C. R6-3-50135; R6-3-50138; R6-3-50210; and R6-3-50515.

The patent issued on June 20, 2000. The second maintenance fee due could have been 
paid during the period from June 20, 2007 to December 20, 2007 or, with a surcharge 
during the period from December 21, 2007 to June 20, 2008. Accordingly, this patent 
expired on June 20, 2008 for failure to timely remit the maintenance fee. 

A petition to accept the delayed maintenance fee under 35 U.S.C. § 41 (c ) and 37 CFR 
1.378(b) must be accompanied by (1) an adequate, verified showing that the delay. was 
unavoidable, since reasonable care was taken to ensure that the maintenance fee would 
be paid timely and that the petition was filed promptly after the patentee was notified of, 
or otherwise became aware of, the expiration of the patent, (2) payment of the appropriate 
maintenance fee, unless previously submitted, and (3) payment of the surcharge set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.20(l)(1). 


This petition lacks items (1) and (3) above.

Any petition under 37 CFR 1.378 must be signed by an attorney or agent registered to 
practice before the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, or by the patentee, the assignee, 
or other party in interest. A person or organization whose only responsibility insofar as the 
patent is concerned is the payment of a maintenance fee is not a party in interest fo the 
purposes of 37 CFR 1 .378. If the petition is signed by a person not registered to practice 
before the Office, the petition must indicate that the person signing the petition is the 
patentee, assignee, or other party in interest. An assignee must comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 3.73(b) which is discussed in MPEP § 324 and MPEP § 2590. 

The instant petition is filed solely by Eloise A. Gonzales. While a review of the record 
reveals that Eloise A. Porter is an original inventor, and it is assumed that Eloise A. 
Gonzales and Eloise A. Porter are the same person, the review of the record also reveals 
that an assignment of the entire right was signed by Ms. Porter on July 28, 1998 and 
recorded with the USPTO on August 3, 1998. Thus it does not appear that Ms. Gonzales 
or Ms. Porter has standing to file the instant petition. 

Furthermore, if the petition is filed by the inventors, all inventors must sign the petition not 
just one of the inventors on behalf of all of the inventors. 

Regarding the fees paid, the finance records show that $1510 was received on June 19, 
2009. At the time the fee was submitted, the maintenance fee for a small entity was set at 
$1240. The fee for a petition to accept unavoidably delayed payment of maintenance fee 
in an expired patent under 37 CFR 1 .378(b), is $700, not $270. Thus the fees submitted 
are deficient. Therefore, petitioner has failed to submit the petition fee for the instant 
petition — the petition fee is jurisdictional — and, thus, the Office cannot consider the 
substantive aspect of the petition in the absence of the petition fee.
